modern English names have seldom 
been happy in t'heir selections. 
But 


uch aboriginal local names of lakes 
ind mountains as Meddybemps and 
'assadumkeag and SisladobsisBasha- 
icegan, Umbacooksus, Mollechunke- 
mug and Mooselookmaguntic 
ca n 


:ommand unreserved admiration only 
'rom enthusiasts. 
They are unde- 


liably cumbeisome and hardly likely 
;o stiike euphoniously on the un- 
prejudiced ear. Possibly they are re.- 
plete* with poetic suggestions, but 
they don't convey them very clearly. 
Theodore Winthrop had the poet soul 
in him, but he strove in vain to get 
poetry out of the names of some of 
the 
Maine lakes 
Qie loved best. 


Mooselookmaguntic suggested to him 
only the effort of an Indian hunter, 
with an exceedingly imperfect com- 
mand of the English language, to tell 
how he had unexpectedly shot a 
moose, and Mollechunkemug suggest- 
ed to him nothing more romantic 
than the thought that the lake had 
been named by some woodman after 
his inamorata, this short-faced Mary, 
liis Molly of the chunky mug1.
